HE 2oth of this Month, the Count 
de Coigny, Lieutenant General, fer 
out from hence for the Mofelle, whi- 
he leads 8 Battallions and 35 Squa- 
drons, and is to be joyn'd on the Sarre 
by others Troops, among the reft by the Elector of 
Bavaria’s 23 Squadrons and 3 Battalhons. The Sicur 
de St. Hilaire, Lieutenant General of ‘the Artillery, 
march’d ar the fame time with the Train he brought 
from the Netherlands. The King’s Army com- 
manded by the Marfhal de Villeroy, continues en- 
camp’d near Haguenau, where the Head Quarters 
are. They are intrenching them({cives along the Ri- 
vet Muter, from its Outlet at Drufenheim, to ing- 
weiler at the Foot of the Mountains of Vauage. The 
greateft part of the Army commanded by Prince Eu- 
gene el the Duke of Mariborough, are intrenching 
ing themfelves likewife along che Luter, from Lucer- 
burg, the Fortifications of which they are repairing, 
to Weiffénbourg. Prince Lewis of Baden carries on 
the Siege of Landau with 20000 Men. We have 
Advice the Trenches were open’d before it the Night 
betweén the 18th and igth, by a Parallel Line drawn 
between 2 Redoubts which the Enemy flung up 2 
ears ago ; that they have but few Pieces of Artil- 
tery yet ; that they rais’d a Batcery of Mortars, and 
thar the befieged difmounted them in lefs than 2 
Hours: Laftly, thar the King of the Romans was 
expected there the 22d. Count Thungen who be- 
fieg'd Ulm with 14000 Men, finding he could not 
alte himfelf Mafter of the Place in’ a long Time,gave 
the befjeged the Conditions they ask’d. The Capi- 
tularion was regulared the 1oth: And imported that 
the Garrifon fhould march out the 12th with Arms 
and Jkaggage, 2 Pieces of Cannon, 1 Mortar with 
Carriages necsffary, and all other Marks of Honour : 
That the French thould be conducted to Fort Kell, 
and the Bavarians into Bavaria: That the fick and 
wounded fhould remain in the Place till they were 
erfectly cur’d, and then fhould be fent away with 
fafRcient Guards. The Count de la Baume (Son of 
the Marthal de Tallard) died here the 20th of the 
Wounds he receiv'd in the Battle of Bleinheim.

From the Camp at Weiffenbourg, October 3. Ye- 
fterday Morning the King of the Romans, attended 
by the principal Officers of his Court and Army, 
came from the Camp before Landau to fee the Troops 
encamp’d here, which for that purpofe were drawe 
up in 2 Lines. His Grace the Duke of Marlborough 
receiv'd his Majefty ac the Left of the Army, and 
waited on him along the Line ; after which his Ma- 
jefty was faluted with a triple Difcharge of the Ar- 
{mall Arms. He was pleafd to exprefs 
himfelf extremely well fatisfied with the Good Con- 
dition he found the Troops in, and after having been, 
fplendidly entertain’d with all the Court and Chief OF 
ficers by my Lord Duke, his Majefty return’d in the 
Evening for Landau, from whence we have an Ac- 
count that the Imperial Battery of 30 Pieces began to 
play the 1ft Inftant, and have continued with good 

ceefs, having already ruin'’d the Gate and fome rare 
of the Ravelin. Yefterday they began to work on 
the Pruffian Battery, which is defign’d for 28 Pieces, 
and ’tis propos’d to be ready by the 7thInfiact. They 
have begun to draw a 2d parallel on the Right of she 
Works, which may be perfected by the {ame time, 
and have advarc’d with a new Sigfag from the mad.

Letters 
from London of the 19th fay, that there,was no talk 
there of the Engagement at Sea, but that the Letters 
brought by the Pacquet Boat were ftop’d at Fal- 
mouth ; which made People apprehenfive the Confe- 
derate Fleet had met with ill Succels.- 
From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Octob. 6. 
High and Mighty Lords! 
Y laft Letter‘to your High Mighrineffes was 
dated the-7th of Avguft Clr. to which with ail 
imaginable Reipect 1 refer. Aduisal Shovel and 
Vice Admiral Waffenaer recurn’d to an Anchor in the 
Bay of Gibraltar the fame day I wro:e that Letter. 
And then the Refolution which the Council of War 
had taken 2 days before was. chang’d, and it was 
agreed that inftead of going by feparace Squadrons 
to water on the Coait of Barbary cait of Tecuan,the 
whole Fiect fhould ftand over thither che fistt fair 
Wind and take. in. feefh-Water at once.

Ships of War. The next day the Englifh drove a 
French Ship afhore under Marabelle; “her Crew fet 
her on fire, and efcap’d themfelves afhore.

The 23d we 
perceiv’d the Enemy to Leewardof us. We ftood 
towards them, bur could no: get up with them thar 
day. We purfued them all nicht, arid at day-break 
the Wind being Eafterly, we faw-them on our Lee 
waiting for us,with 54 Ships of the Lineof Battle and 
24 Gallies,as near as we could reckon. We bore down 
upoa them, Admiral Shovel being in the Van and 
your High Mighcineffes Squadron ia the Rear.Abonr 
10 in the Morniag we were. all engag’d, and the 
Bight was very tharp Lbecaufe we had Calm Weather. 
Our Ships fuffer’d in their Mafts.and Rigging, and 


fpent: fo very great a Quantity of Powder, that: 


during the Action we were oblig’d: to have Car. 
tfidges fill’d. We cannonadoed each other in: this 


manner cill Night. Captain Herman Lynflager, 
mander of your High Mighstneffes Ship the Nime- 


guen, was kill’d, and the Secretary: Vander Schuur 
had his right Heel tho: away. Your High Mighti- 
neffes wil! fee bythe underwritten Lift the Number 
of the reft thac were kili'd or wounded, In the 
Night we made neceflary Preparations,' and the next 
Morning the Wind being at Weft, ~which gave the 
Enemies the Advantage, we lay by and waited for 
them, and work’d to repair our Damages as well zs 
the Time would pe:mir, and ASmnyuritions of War 
and other things were diftribured ‘our: of the Score- 
fhips, thar all of us might be in a Condition to Fighr ; 
But the Enemy kepr aleof, fiewing no Inclination ro 
tenew the Fight thac day. A.lirrle. after 12 a Clock 
Admiral Reoke call’d a Councii of War, in. which 
Admiral Shovel reperced, thar the Vaneof the Freach 
had continually reti:’d from him, fo that he had-nor 
beeri able ro engage them as ire would-have done. Ic 
appear’d to the Council likewife, that Admiral Rooke 
with the Centre, and we in the Rear, had been en- 
gag'd in a very fharp Fight. And that Her Majefty’s 
Ships of the faid Acmiral’s Diyifion, had likewife 
{pent the greateft part of their Powder and Shor, fo 
thar they had but 10 Rounds left, which would not 
ferve for above an Hour’s Fight. Whereupon it was 


refolv'd to fail with the Fleet towards Gibraltar, and 
to provide there ail that was Receflary, as weil for 
the Ships’ as for the Placé> that is to fay, in cafe 
we fhould fee the Enemy no more. I went on 
board your. High Mightineffes Ship the: Katwyk, 
commanded by Captain Schty¥er, becaufe the Albe- 
marle} which quitted and lefeto.be commanded by 
Captain Viffer, was not in a fic Condition to carry 
the Flag. All the Night we let our felves drive Eaft- 
ward. The Iwenty fixth we faw the French 
Fleet again bez:ween us and the Streights. They lay 
with their Heads Northward, and we let our {elves 
drive that they might come up with ys next day ; but 
the 27:h we faw none of them, and therefore pur-

Pars, Octob, 4. A Courier that arriv'’d from Spain 
the 27th of laft Month, has brought Advice, that a 
great Number of French and Spaniards who were _ 
Prifoners on board the Enemies Fleet and found means 
to make their Efcape afhore, report, that the faid Fleet 
was very much fhatter’d in the Fight: That Vice- 
Admiral Shovel and_a very great Number of Officers 
were kill’d : That the day after the Engagement the 
Durch Vice-Admiral Ship blew up, and bur 7 of 
Crew were fav’d: That from the Camp of thesMar-, 
quifs de Villadarias almoft all. their Ships were, fen. 
upon the Carcen, their Mafts in an ill Condition, 
and Men working Night and Day to repair them ; . 
that their Ships Companies feem’d to be extremely. 
diminifh’d ; and that the .5th of Seprember in the. 
Morning, upon their Scouts making Signals that the 
Van of the French Fleet appear’d, they weigh’d An- 
chor with great Precipitation, and fail’d towards the 
Ocean. This Courier brings Advice likewife, that 
the Count de Tolofe after conferring perfonally with. 
the Marquifs of Villadarias, lent him 3000 Marines, 
30 Pieces of Cannon confifting of 24 and 36 Pounders, 


_ 100000 Weight of Powder, and fome Canoniers and 


Bombardiers, and whatever Neceffaries he wanted 
for carrying on the Siege of Gibraltar: That having 
appointed the Baron de Pointis to ftay in the Streights, 
with 10 great Ships, 2 Frigates, and 2 Bomb-Veffels, 
provided with all things in abundance ; he was go- 
ing to Sail with the reft of the Fleet to return to 
Toulen. The Count de Relingue, Lieutenant Ge- 
neral of his Majeftics Naval Forces, died of his 
Wounds at Malaga the 6th of laf} Month, very mnch 
lamented for bis Valour and Capacity. He was of 
an illuftrions German Family, which thew'd great Af- 
fection for France in the War of Guftavus Adolphus:
